The precise date on which 
Hoffa will assume his presi- | 
dential duties is a matter of 
doubt. Retiring President Dave | 
Beck cleared the last legal ob- | 
stacle to an early take-over by | 
his successor by agreeing to. 
submit a formal resignation six 
weeks ahead of schedule. 

However, he said Hoffa was | 
not sure he wanted to step into | 
the $50,000 a year job on Oct. 
15. This is the day the incom- 
ing president is scheduled to 
appear in federal court in New | 
York on charges of perjury and 
illegal wire-tapping. 

Beck said he was prepared to | 
step aside any day Hoffa want- 
ed. He predicted that the prob- | 
able date would be Oct. 16 to 
17

The Russian earth satellite, 
more than 400 miles high and 
emitting its tantalizing beep sig- 
nals, passed over the St. Louis 
area at 8:36 a.m. today but no- 
body here could see it. Only for 
about two hours before dawn 


' and two hours after sundown is 


the Red moon visible. 


After sunup it cannot be seen 
“you 
can't see the stars in the day- 
time,” explained Stuart L. 
O'Byrne, who directs Operation 
Moonwatch in St. Louis as part 
of the International Geophysical 
Year program. Tne moonwatch- 
ers kept a vigil Saturday night 
but failed to pick up the satel- 
lite. 

O'Byrne said the tiny man- 
made planet could be seen in 
early morning between the time 
the earth's 
shadow and before the sun was 
_up, and in the evening after the 
sun set and before the satellite's 
orbit was in shadow. At those 
times, the sun’s rays glint on 
the satellite and make a con- 
trast against the dark sky.

T WAS fun, of course, to 
learn about the new products 


which were introduced at the 
fifteenth annual Food Editors 
Conference, to be given a sneak 
preview of ones which are soon 
to be on the market, and to 
taste dishes made from spank- 
ing new recipes developed for 
the use of familiar foods. But 
perhaps the most fascinating 
facet to us of the meeting held 
in Chicago last week was the 
thread which ran through many 
of the speeches delivered by ex- 
perts in the food field which 
indicated the general trends 
and showed how our changing 
way of life is affecting the foods 
of today and tomorrow. 


A “second American Revolu- 
tion” is changing the face of 
America and the foods which 
consumers are demanding, we 
were told by the president of 
one of the country’s largest 
food manufacturers, who went 
on to explain that these five 
factors have brought about this 
“revolution” — higher income, 
greater leisure, a rush to the 
suburbs, changing family rela- 
tionships (with the man of the 
house taking an active part in 
the marketing and cooking), and 
increased knowledge and educa- 
tion. These are the factors 
which account for the demand 
for convenience foods and fan- 
cier foods. 


However, the American hame- 
maker is beginning to indicate 
that there is a limit to what 
she will pay for built-in time- 
Saving convenience foods. No 
longer is the success of a prod- 
uct assured just becaus@it falls 
within this category; today’s 


food shopper is wise, knowlege- 
able and thrifty. She will pay 
a premium for those foods that 
save her time and effort—up to 
a point, but she is proving that 
she weighs these values thought- 
fully and backs away from any 
items which she does not feel 
give her a fair return on her 
investment. 


Paul §S. Willis, president of 
the Grocery Manufacturers of 
America, assured the editors 
that no food shortages are fore- 
seen. 


“It is good to know that our 
food supplies are ample; this 
year’s crop is estimated by the 
Department of Agriculture, to 
be the second or third largest 
in the history of our country,” 
he pointed out. 


“Progress is apparent every- 
where in foods. Thirteen years 
ago the total consumer expend- 
iture for food was 31 billion 
dollars: we believe the total for 
1957 will hit 75 billion. In 1944 
a good-sized grocery store of- 
fered around 3500 items; today 
that figure is around 7000 and 
still growing. And despite all 
that one hears about the in- 
creased cost of living, the 
prices which consumers pay at 
the grocery store today are 
about two per cent below the 
peak prices prevailing in Aug- 
ust, 1952,” Willis continued. 


In their search for ways in 
which to make meals attractive, 
more than 4,000,000 American 
homemakers turn to printed 
recipes each day, Lyman Mc- 
Kee, president of the American 
Dairy Association, told 147 
newspaper food editors who 
carry a large share of the re- 
sponsibility of supplying the

BANANA COMES 
TO TABLE IN A 
BLAZE OF FLAME 


From the Old World comes 
the flambe technique, which 
brings food to the table in a 
lovely blaze of blue flame, 
treatment accorded the famous 
Plum Pudding or the exquisite 
Crepes Suzette. The former 
takes hours of preparation and 
Crepes require tricky tech- 
nique, but Bananas Flambe are 
within everyone’s reach. 

Note to calorie -counters: a 
medium banana has only 88 
calories, and the calories in the 
rum or brandy burn away in 
the blue flame of the lighted 
alcohol. . 


Be sure the bananas are fully 
ripe, yellow peel flecked with 
brown, as bananas at this mel- 
low stage need no further cook- 
ing than the brief baptism by 
flaming alcohol. 

Use metal dish or one which 
is resistant to heat when flam- 
ing bananas. Brush fruit with 
liquor, Then heat desired 
amount of liquor in deep sauce- 
pan and ignite. Spoon over 
fruit. Bananas will brown slight- 
ly if ripe fruit is used. Allow 
about one tablespoon of liquor 
for each banana.

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Megazine Says U.S. Anti-Missile 
Projects Are Behind Schedule 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) 


—Aviation Week magazine said 
today the United States is work- 
ing on two missiles designed to 
knock down hostile missiles 
and that both projects are far 
behind schedule. 

It said the projects are lag- 
ging “for lack of high official 
interest and consequently lack 
of funds.” 

The industry publication 
identified them as the Army’s 
Nike-Zeus—an adaptation of 
Nike-Hercules and the farthest 
advanced weapon of its type— 
ani the Air Force's Wizard. 
Both are -designed to destroy 
enemy missiles before they get 
near a target. 

A third anti-missile missile, 
Plato, was supported by both 
Army and Air Force funds but 
has ‘proved unpromising and 
will be canceled, the magazine 
said. 

Comment on Projects. 

Of the two activa, projects, 
Aviation Week Said: 

Nike-Zeus has a presently 
proposed range of 100 to 200 
miles, but the airframe mranu- 
facturer, Douglas Aircraft, is 
attempting to extend it. Bell 
Laboratories has produced part 
of the target acquisition, guid- 
ance and computer systems but 
for proprietary reasons is re- 
sisting a proposed change from 
its own relatively short range 


radar to long range radar 
equipment. 
The Wizard system exists 


only y on paper—“no significant 


hardware has been produced.” 
Using a solid fuel, it .would 
have a range of about 1000 
miles. The contractors are Con- 
vair for the air frame or mis- 
silé body and RCA for the 
acquisition, guidance and com- 
puter ms. 

“With concentration of Army 
and Air Force on Nike-Zeus and 
Wizard, the future ‘for other 
systems appears dark,” Aviation 


Week ‘said. 
Cost Cited. 

It said the cost of systems 
of defense against missiles 
would be enormous because 
anti-missile units would defend 
only relatively limited areas, 
and national defense would re- 
quire a large number of such 
systems. 

To insure a high kill prob- 
ability, the magazine said, be- 
tween 10 and 20 anti-missile 
missiles would be fired against 
each intruder. 

“A problem of much concern 
to those studying this problem 
is the large amount of fission- 
able material that will be re- 
quired by such systems,” he 
said. 


“The present United States 
capability for producing fission- 
Able material js inadequate for 
the anticipated requirements. 

“Some idea of the cost of 
these missile systems can be 
gathered from the fact that the 
lightest nuclear warheads for 
this use will cost over $1,000,- 
few each in production quanti-

Readers of the Post-Dispatch have been pro- 
vided with a series of investigative news stories 
by veteran reporter Theodore C. Link on the 
mysterious disappearance of Miss Amelia J. 
Zelko of Jolitt. The reason is that the case 
could be of potential significance beyond the 
fact of the 47-year-old woman's unexplained 
vanishing. 

Miss Zelke left the office of the weekly Spec- 
tator in Joliet on the night of Sept. 25. She 
has not been seen or heard of since. As she 
frequently expressed the fear that her life was 
in danger because of the opposition of her news-

In the capacity of business manager and secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Spectator, Miss Zelko was 
strongly behind the weekly’s efforts to keep the 
spotlight of what Woodrow Wilson called “pit- 
iless publicity” on lawless’ elements in and 
around Joliet.

Because of her strong opposition to the com- 
mercialization of gambling throughout Will coun- 
ty and the surrounding territory and the poten- 
tial gorruption of elected office holders in such 
a situation. 

Because her newspaper registered a strong 
protest when Joliet's former Mayor, Arthur O. 
Janke, was given a light sentence for evading 
his federal income tax. 

Illinois has been the scene of more than its 
share of both corruption and violence in recent 
years in connection with commercialized gam- 
bling and racketeering. The authorities of Joliet, 
of Will county and of the State of Illinois owe it 
to the decent, law-abiding people to get to the 
bottom of the Zelko case.

Who’s a Busher? 


We feel sorry for Casey Stengel. This is an 
unusual sentiment because few persons ever 
feel sorry for Mr. Stengel or have much reason 
to do so. He has won too many pennants and 
an excessive number of World Series games. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Stengel has been subjected 
to some unfair treatment. This is not because 
the Milwaukee Braves defeated his Yankees in 
their own stirring style, by blasting out home 
runs and arrogantly crushing rallies. It is be- 
cause the Milwaukee fans rubbed it in by crying 
“You're a busher!” ‘To Mr. Stengel, of all 
people. 

Such bitterness arises out of an incident when 
the Yanks arrived in Milwaukee, and were late 
getting to practice and hence rebuffed two 
semi-official attempts to welcome them. Some- 
body on the team said, “Bush-league stuff.” But 
it was not Mr. Stengel, so far as is known. Mrs. 
Stengel, in fact, tried to rectify the situation by 
milking a Wisconsin cow. No milk, though. 

If anybody in this baseball business is not a 
busher, it is Mr. Stengel. As he calls nobody 
a busher, so should he not be called one. For 
there are more games to be played, and this is 
no time to irritate the Yankee manager. We 
hope the National Leaguers win those games, but 
you never know. Undoubtedly the people of 
Milwaukee would rather eat cheese than their 
words, 
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Police Problem in the County 

The County Police Department's $943,000 
budget request—up some $251,000 from current 
appropriations—is a timely reminder that the 
burden of supporting police protection in the 
county is not fairly shared. 

Although the County Department is financed 
by property taxes levied throughout the whole 
county, the force actually polices only the 
unincorporated areas. Residents of the 97 mu- 
nicipalities get no direct service from the County 
Department. They must pay for their own 
police protection, either by supporting their own 
departments or by contracting for service with 
the County Department. The alternative is to 
go without. 

This year the municipalities have appropriated 
$2,237,000 for their own departments. And since 
most of the assessed valuation of the county 
lies within the municipalities, they also provided 
most of the support for a County force which 
did not serve them. 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey has urged 
certain statutory and other changes under which 
municipalities supplying their own police serv- 
ice at a given standard would receive refunds 
from the county, as is only fair. At the very 
least thig would require action by the Legisla- 
ture; an amendment to the Missouri Constitu- 
tion may even be necessary. 

In any event, the county government ought to 
be preparing the way for the required change. 
It may even be possible to persuade Gov. Blair 
to include police enabling legislation in his call 
for the expected special session of the Legisla- 
ture next Jahuary.. The cost of police protection 
in the county is growing substantially each year. 
So is the inequity in financing. 
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Senator Fulbright’s Lapse 


Frequently the politician’s “No comment” is 
understandable and pardonable. He counts on 
all manner of voters for re-election, so he must 
be careful about “hot potato” issues. But cour- 
age is a virtue at least as great as prudence.

Pushing Into the Cosmos 

The conquest of space has been a dream of 
man for centuries and Soviet Russia’s feat in 
rocketing up the first artificial earth satellite is 
proof that man is about three quarters. of the 
way toward the major step of travel in space. 
Accelerated to a speed of 18,000 miles an hour, 
the 184-pound, 22-inch man-made moon is now 
circling the globe every 96 minutes. 

That is 70 per cent of the 25,000-miles-per- 
hour velocity at which an object must be fired 
from ground level into the air in order to coast 
up through the atmosphere and out into space 
where it would be beyond the earth's pull of 
gievity. The Soviet instrument-carrying satel- 
| undoubtedly is an essential prerequisite to 
piloted space flight. Besides the engineering les- 
sons, it or one of its successors will gather aere- 
medical information about cosmic rays, temper- 
atures, meteor impacts and the like. 

The Russian scientists and technicians who 
have surprised the world with achievement of 
this first all-important step had behind them 
the work of Newton and Galileo and, more re- 
cently, that of the American, the late Dr. Robert 
H. Goddard; the Rumanian, Dr. Hermann Oberth; 
the German, Werner Von Braun, and their own 
K. E. Tsiolkovsky who died in 1935. 

The next step, and one not so long away, in 
the race to achieve the conquest of space is to 
send up a 25,000-miles-per-hour satellite that 
will cruise about in space. German scientists in 
World War II were working on plans to send up 
manned orbital satellites. When such a thing 
is achieved, every point on the earth would be 
brought under view within a few hours’ time. 
Such a platform, armed with rockets, coyld be 
a fearful weapon. On the other hand, such a 
device could be used for the good of all man- 
kind and as a means of launching other vehicles 
into interplanetary flight. 

In the late eighteenth century, as the Mont- 
golfier brothers ascended in one of their first 
hot-air balloons, a bystander asked Benjamin 
Franklin of what possible use the balloon could 
be. Franklin replied: “Of what use is a new- 
born babe?” 

No such question is being asked about the 
Soviet artificial moon. The answer is too ap- 
parent. The man in the street sees that the 
world is moving out into a totally new and dif- 
ferent era and already is on. the fringes of the 
cosmos. It is the beginning of a period of tran- 
sition. And what ought to be abundantly clear 
is that science knows no country. 
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90-Year-Old Visitor to NATO 

We are very glad to learn that the indefatiga- 
ble Senator from Rhode Island, Theodore Fran- 
cis Green, is not going to slow down his brisk 
giobe-trotting pace which has carried him to so 
many distant lands. 

Last week, when he became 90, he quietly 
observed his birthday at home. That was not 
in keeping with the usual birthday activities of 
the oldest man ever to serve in the Senate. The 
year before, he had celebrated his eighty-ninth 
birthday in the steaming Belgian Congo and the 
previous year he was in Bangkok. Since 1950 
this spry little Yankee who could pass for a 
middle-aged weight lifter has dashed hither and 
thither, mostly on assignments from the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee which he now 
heads. 

Granted that a man of 90 should be entitled 
to sft at home if he desires, it is stimulating to 
know that Senator Green will depart Tuesday 
for a visit to the northern nations of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. The problems of 
NATO are much with us and it is encouraging 
to learn that Senator Green is keeping himself 
oriented so he can be at his best in dealing with 
them, - 
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Those Polish Student Riots 


The most significant fact about the rioting 
of Polish students in Warsaw last week may not 
be the protest against the suspension of their 
newspaper, Pod Prustu, by the Gomulka govern- 
ment, but their freedom from fear. It is to be 
doubted that anybody in another satellite would 
have risked the consequences of rioting for so 
relatively slight a cause. 

That the half-free Warsaw government is 
compelled to set certain limits on the criticism 
of Stalinism and all things Russian must be 
clear enough to the students and to all who 
backed them. Yet the newspaper went beyond 
those limits, and its readers rioted not only once, 
but rioted a second night and a third. The 
police, of course, restored order—but by nérmal 
methods. Apparently they are holding only a 
handful of the arrested rioters. 

That those who have been given some free- 
dom should use it to achieve more is quite 
understandable. This may cause concern to 
Gomulka. He wants to avoid serious trouble 
because he knows how helpless Poland would 
be against an aroused Kremlin. Yet he may not 
be altogether unhappy about the demonstrations. 
He can point to them, after all, and tell the 
Russians how careful they must be toward his 
fellow citizens unless they want another Hun- 
gary on their hands. Of course, the riots also 
are a warning to Polish politicians that they will 
be in trouble if they should try to narrow the 
gap opened between their nation and the Soviets. 
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The Right Paperbacks 


One of the first things an American visitor 
abroad is likely to see at an airport in Europe 
or the Middle East, or for that matter in Asia, 
is a display of paperback books such as are 
common in stations, drug stores and other pub- 
lic places in the United States, So many of 
these have lurid, sensational covers, designed 
primarily to attract the eye, and thus inspire a 
quick sale, that the visitor may wonder if this 
is not one of the sorrier of exports from our 
shores. 

But fortunately not all the paperbacks are of 
the crime-and-sex variety. In many places in- 
expensive books on the worthiest of subjects 
are being circulated to the advantage of popular 
government. While the Soviet Union is doing 
its utmost to disseminate the literature of Marx 
and Marxists, many countries are avid to read 
Jefferson, Franklin, Madison, Adams, Hamilton, 
Paine, Hume, Locke and Mill.

How to Wreck a Road 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


As nation begins building vast new interstate highway system, 
it must consider plans to protect roadsides; throughways are 
not meant to provide service to roadside property owners; 
‘roadside blight’ restricts traffic flow, endangers motorists.

Controversy over billboards and other 
forms of outdoor advertising has raged 
ever since the first glad tidings of a 
liver nostrum were posted on the side 
ef a barn. 


Some folks hate billboards with pas- 
sion, and would ban them forever. Out- 
door advertising spokesmen, on the 
other hand, would have you believe 
that our entire economy would collapse 
without these al fresco ads, and, in- 
deed, argue that some of the modern 
“poster panels” actually improve the 
appearance of an otherwise drab land- 
scape. 


The basic fault with a billboard is 
this: its existence indicates a lack of 
control which often brings roadside 
blight and a ruined highway. 


In the early days, the sole purpose 
of roads was to serve the people who 
lived or did business on adjoining prop- 
erty. Later, some of the roads were 
widened and surfaced, and through 
traffic began moving over them. These 
roads performed the dual function of 
providing service to vehicles and abut- 
ting property owners. Finally, arterial 
routes were built to move heavy vol- 
umes of traffic with safety and dispatch. 


But these arteries—most of them— 
didn’t do the job.. Traffic, instead of 
flowing freely, became clogged and 
jammed. Accidents, deaths, and _ in- 
juries soared. Even when the highway 
was widened and straightened, motor- 
ists were confronted with the same dis- 
mal picture: traffic congestion and a 
mounting accident toll. 


Gradually the truth emerged: you 
can’t maintain the safety and efficiency 
of an arterial highway unless you pro- 
tect its roadsides. 


The warning was sounded many years 
ago. As the traffic streams thickened 
on main routes throughout the land, 
they were followed by roadside blight. 
Junk-heaps, automobile graveyards, 
shanties—and signs of every description 
from the huge 24-sheet poster panels 
down to the little snipe pointing the 
way to Paradise Beach. A few dedicat- 
ed souls raised an alarm over the dan- 
gers of this roadside ravaging, but they 
were pooh-poohed as mere esthetes. 


When traffic volumes reached major 
proportions and accident rates spiraled, 
an increasing number of engineers and 
traffic specialists joined in urging some 
form of roadside control. or, with 
unregulated roadsides, all sorts of busi- 
ness enterprises sprung up along the 
highways. Each had two driveways, 
maybe more. Instead of being grouped 
sensibly at interchange points, these 
businesses were strung out along the 
highway (“ribbon development,” it's 
called), each with its own driveways. 


As cars slowed down to enter or 
others pulled out, congestion was pro 


duced on the other lanes and traffic 
often was forced over to the high-speed 
inner lanes. Crashes and multiple tie- 
ups were the inevitable result. 


The highway, once the state’s pride, 
had become an offense to the eye and 
a hazard to all who used it. In des- 
peration, the engineers put up more 
and more stop lights and that meant 
the end of the route as an artery. It 
then became a long city street out in 
the country. 


And it was impossible to widen it any 
further. With all those businesses 
crowding the road’s shoulder, extra 
right-of-way costs too much. The only 
solution is to build a new highway 
somewhere else with a _ right-of-way 
wide enough to discourage both busi- 
note and signs except at planned loca- 
ions. 


That's the key word—planning. Road- 
side business is not only necessary: it 
should be encouraged. There’s no ob- 
jection to signboards in their right 
place — commercial, industrial or sim- 
ilar areas. Everyone selling goods or 
services along the highway should be 
able to advertise his wares. 


The AAA has supported a sitive 
program of roadside protection for over 
20 years, It's not a plan to prohibit 
billboards or kill roadside businesses. 
It simply gives the highway department 
authority to regulate the roadside, in- 
cluding points of access, so that orderli- 
ness and sanity will prevail in commer- 
cial development. With such controls 
in effect, motorists can enjoy the coun- 
tryside uncluttered by either poster 
panel or the cluster of little snipe signs. 
And along such roads traffic can move 
easily, speedily, safely. 


Roadside blight may be prevented in 
many different ways. One of the most 
effective solutions involves highway 
zoning. _All major communities provide 
for orderly development — residentia), 
business, commercial, and s0 on — 
through some type of zoning. “However, 
rural-minded lawmakers often are rc. 
luctant to accept this principle. 


Other measures for safeguarding the 
highway investment include: margin: 
land acquisition, reservation of prote: 
tive easements, purchase of advertisin~ 
rights and use of the state’s police po. 
er to preserve roadside amenities. 

Just what method is best for any prr- 
ticular state or locality should be de- 
cided by the experts. In the meantime, 
we users can tell the people in the 
legislatures and other political offices 
that we want our investment in high- 
ways safeguarded; that we want no part 
of our hundred billion dollar invest.

Western points of view.

Wednesday, under a rule that 
suspends discussion on a draft 
resolution for 24 hours to per- 
mit study by the delegations.

CES Yams, Sweet Potatoes san 


A Welcome Food 


N THE fall we always wel- 
come yams and sweet pota- 
toes when they come back to 
market in plentiful supply. 
When it comes to baking—one 
of the favorite methods of cook- 
ing — many persons prefer the 
yams, which are more moist 


— than the regular sweet potatoes. 


Actually, the products that 
we see, in northern markets 
at least, belong to the sweet 
potato family and have been 
developed in such a way that 
quality is .consistent. The real 
yams that are cultivated in the 
South are too moist for ship- 
ment. The products labeled 
yams on the market are just 
right. 

One of the most popular ways 
of cooking this vegetable is 
candied. The parboiled yams 
or sweet potatoes are sliced 
and covered with a sirup be- 
fore they are baked. A method 
that I like even better is the 
use of raw potatoes shredded 
in thin pieces and cooked in a 
slow oven about an hour until 
tender. 

Yams also make a good foun- 
dation for a dessert pie that is 
not unlike a squash or pumpkin 
pie. The mashed potatoes can 
also be used in combination 
with cooked chieken or other 
meat for a main dish. This may 
be called a pie, if you like, 
when it is baked in a shallow 
dish.

Planning Cruise to Northern Waters 


Radio Signals From Seattle Area Present One Puzzle for Scorpion's Crew to Investigate

IR DAVID HARTMAN held 

his conference as had been 

arranged. Commander Dwight 
Towers went to it as captain of 
Scorpion and his liaison 
officer with him. He also took 
the radio and electrical officer, 
a Lieutehant Sunderstrom, to 
the conference because matters 
connected with the Seattle radio 
were likely to arise. C.S.1.R.0. 
were represented by the direc- 
tor with John Osborne, the 
Third Naval Member was there 
with one of his officers, and 
the party was completed by one 
of the Prime Minister’s secre- 
taries. 


At the commencement the 
First Naval Member outlined 
the difficulties of the operation. 
“It is my desire,” he said, “and 
it is the Prime Minister's in- 
struction, that Scorpion should 
not be exposed to any extreme 
danger in the course of this 
cruise. In the first place, we 
want the results of the scien- 
tific observations we are send- 
ing her to make. Apart from 
that, she is the only long-range 
vessel left at our disposal for 
communication with South 
America and with South Africa.

Canal has been struck out. San 
Diego and San Francisco also 
have been struck out. All these 
are on account of minefields. 
Commander Towers, will you 
tell us shortly how you stand 
in regard to minefields?” 


Dwight gave the conference 
a short dissertation on the 
mines and on his lack of knowl- 
edge, “Seattle is open to us, 
and the whole of Puget Sound,” 
he said. “Also Pearl Harbor. 
I'd say there wouldn’t be much 
danger from mines up around 
the Gulf of Alaska on account 
of the,ice movements.

Of these, three 
contained recognizable code 
groups, seven ups in all. Two 
contained wo in English, one 
word in each. The groups were 
undecipherable; I have them 
here if anyone wants to see 
them.

QUESTION: My seven-year- 
old is just reaching the age of 
skepticism.

ANSWER: This is a hard 
question to answer, for leading 
authorities on the history and 
legends of pre-Chaucerian Eng- 
land are divided on the answer. 
Some hold that Robin was an 
actual outlaw, perhaps the Earl 
of Huntingdon, who harassed 
the Norman invaders, stealing 
from the rich and giving to the 
poor. 

Another theory is that he 
was a relatively obscure local 
hero of the thirteenth century 
whom stories and legends hand- 
ed down from Scandinavian 
mythology gradually gathered, 
And at least one eminent his- 
torian considers him merely 
the folk representation of tradi- 
tional Saxon defiance of the 
Norman oppressors. 

So I fear that there is a fair 
basis for your son’s skepticism. 
Remind him, though, that while 
it may be impossible to show 
with certainty that an actual 
Robin Hood lived, the ballads, 
stories and legends associated 
with his name have entertained 
and inspired generations of 
English-speaking youth from 
his first appearance in the 
pages of “The Vision of Piers
